President Obama said Thursday he is 
determined to get a credit-card law that 
eliminates the tricky fine print, sudden rate 
increases and late fees that give millions of 
consumers headaches, 

“I trust that those in the industry who 
want to act responsibly will engage with us in 
a constructive fashion, and that we're going 
to get this done in short order,” Obama 
said, delivering a pointed message to leading 
executives of credit-card issuing companies 
after a closed-door White House meeting. 


Both the House and the Senate are pursu- 
ingbills to give consumers greater protections 
as an expansion of new rules slated to take 
effect next year, Obama said his economic 
advisers will examine the various proposals 
and work with Congress and the industry, but 
he made clear he intends to sign a law 
Industry executives left the White House 
without talking to reporters.

I am not an impatient woman. 

One of my fave dive restaurants takes its sweet time with service, I 
also patronize a certain South Side Jewel-Osco where the lines, often 
needlessly, stretch down the aisles. 

But the one thing I cannot sit through, not even for five minutes, is 
an infomercial. Perhaps I was born with a natural aversion to ludicrous 
setups, overacting pitchpeople and cheap sets, 

I hoped the format — a bane of late-night TV— would have died out 
by now, like the Sony Walkman and Tara Reid’s career. That’s why I’m 
shocked a major cosmetics company sees these irritating ad spots as a 
way to win, rather than ward off, new business, 

Avon, in response to waning profits, will launch its first-ever TV 
infomercial on Saturday, according to The Associated Press, The half- 
hour presentation— set to air on Oxygen— features Deborah Norville, 
Suze Orman and regular women who sell Avon in an effort to attract 
more everywoman sales reps, AP reported, 

^esh, I can already hear the sweet music, see the soft lighting and 
imagine testimonials read from teleprompters, I can’t say for certain, 
but I’m betting there will be lots of pink and at least one white 
couch. 

Don’t do it, Avon, 

Why do you think most mainstream brands— Verizon, Comcast or 
Pringles— can limit their pitch to 30 seconds? 

It’s because there is an easily explained demand for their product. 
That’s not exactly the case when you’re selling steps that help a dog 
climb onto your couch, a grill that is a glorified hot plate, and lights 
that respond to an old lady clapping her hands. And if I never see Tony 
Little on a Gazelle again, it’ll be too soon. 

That brings me to another pratfall of infomercials: the pitchpersons. 
More often than not, they are shrill shills with little to no credibility 
At best, they are so fired up, it’s laughable. Case and point: veteran 
pitchman Billy Mays and his inhuman excitement about OxiClean, 
And what on Earth was up with that Andy Dick look-alike in 
the question mark suit? He looked like a refugee from “Pee-wee’s 
Playhouse,” At least he appeared harmless. 

Some spokesfolks are downright repugnant. My eyebrows 
automatically raised whenever I saw the scraggly Sham Wow star 
selling absorbent scraps of super sponge. But Vince Shlomi’s recent 
arrest for allegedly assaulting a prostitute makes it clear he should 
Sham Wow the stains from his own reputation. 

Of course, Shlomi is on the extreme end of what ails infomercials, 
but he is but one of many good reasons to tune them out altogether. 
If it takes a company 30 minutes to explain why you need a product, 
fact is, you probably don’t,

Bye-bye buses 

CTA retires more than 200 accordion-style 
vehicles in $102 million deal gone sour

About 225 accordion-style buses that the 
CTA removed from service in February after 
cracks and other structural defects were 
found will not be returned to the streets of 
Chicago, transit officials said Thursday 

Among the issues still to be resolved is how 
many millions of dollars in losses the CTA, 
the bus maker and taxpayers will be on the 
hook for in the $102.1 million deal gone sour. 

The CTA and the manufacturer. North 
American Bus Industries Inc., continue to 
battle each other in Cook County Circuit 
Court. Lawsuits were filed after negotiations 
reached an impasse several years ago. 

Hours after receiving inquiries from the 
Tribune on Thursday, the bus maker issued 
a voluntary recall aimed at inspecting and 
repairing the CTA buses. The company said 


it had been denied an opportunity to “fully 
inspect” the CTA buses pulled from service 
two months ago. 

The CTA still plans to return the buses 
to the Alabama-based manufacturer, CTA 
President Richard Rodriguez said. 

“Given the six-year performance history of 
these buses, concerns about their long-term 
structural integrity and ongoing litigation 
with the manufacturer, it does not make sense 
to expend any more of our limited resources 
on these buses,” Rodriguez said. 

He said he was suspicious of the company’s 
recall offer, calling it an attempt at “damage 
control.” 

The buses are experiencing frame cracks 
and widespread failures of various structural 
components that should not occur in vehicles 
averaging about 4 years old and with relatively 


low mileage, agency officials said. 

Particularly during rush periods, the CTA 
and its customers have been forced to make 
do with fewer buses and longer waits at bus 
stops. The delivery of about 75 new buses 
from another manufacturer is easing the 
shortage, along with the purchase of an addi- 
tional 58 articulated hybrid buses using fed- 
eral stimulus money, Rodriguez said. 

Structural failures started showing up at 
65,000 miles on some of the problem buses 
that were previously put through a “shaker 
table” designed to simulate 100,000 miles of 
street conditions, according to CTA docu- 
ments obtained by the Tribune. 

“We knew the CTA was buying a lemon 
when they bought these buses,” said Darrell 
Jefferson, president of the CTA bus drivers 
union. Amalgamated Transit Union Local 241. 

The CTA hired a consultant in February to 
examine some of the sidelined vehicles after 
one bus suffered a complete structural failure 
while it was being driven into a bus garage. 


The break occurred in the articulation joint 
that connects the two sections of the bus. 

The consultant’s analysis of other buses 
revealed serious cracks in vehicle frames, rear 
doors and floors as well as other deficiencies, 
officials said. 

Before the CTA could consider returning 
any of the buses to service, each vehicle’s 
chassis would need to be disassembled and 
inspected— taking up to 80 hours per bus 
and costing almost $900,000 for the fleet, 
Rodriguez said. Repairs and materials would 
be extra expenses, he said. 

The problems uncovered go far beyond 
the worst-case scenario anticipated in 2003 
when multiple small frame cracks were first 
found on one test bus delivered to the CTA 
by the manufacturer, based in Anniston, Ala. 

The CTA conditionally accepted the buses 
based on assurances from the manufacturer 
that defects previously identified had been 
corrected before delivery of the $102 mil- 
lion order. But the CTA said that commit- 
ment was not met, and that some of the later 
failures found subsequently reoccurred after 
initial repairs were made. 

The CTA stopped making payments on the 
contract in 2004, and the bus maker filed a 
breach of contract lawsuit last year. The CTA 
counter-sued, arguing the manufacturer failed 
to meet contractual requirements.

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No, they’re not going extinct, 
but rumors drive redheads 
to explore identity

When she heard that redheads may disappear forever, 
Julia Baum grabbed her camera. 

“I didn’t know if the extinction rumor was true,” 
said the redheaded Brooklyn, N.Y, photographer. “But 
I wanted to preserve the legacy of redheads. It got me 
thinking about how unique redheads are. You go through 
life feeling different. People just say stuff to you on the 
street, like, ‘Hey red!’ ” 

Baum, 25, soon found out that the rumor’s science was 
flimsy but it only made her more excited to continue cre- 
ating portraits of the flame-haired and fair-skinned. Her 
project, Rare Breed,” was exhibited at the New York 
Studio Gallery last year. 

The panic began in 2005 when a study predicted that 
redheads could become extinct within the next century 
Scientists were quick to debunk the theory, pointing 
out that the study was conducted by the Oxford Hair 
Foundation, which is funded by beauty giant Procter & 
Gamble and stood to make a profit from a run on red hair 
dye. 

A subsequent National Geographic story further 
fanned the misconception that redheads are dying off, 
prompting legions of them to document the last of their 
kind and consider how their unusual looks have forged a 
shared identity 

“Redheads are definitely going to go down in number 
over time,” said Dr. Barry Starr, a geneticist at Stanford 


Seeing too much red? 

As much as redheads might want to thwart geneticists’ 
calculations and see their genes expressed in their 
children-there are redhead dating services and even a 
DNA test designed to boost the gene pool-they might 
rather date a carrier than a fellow redhead. Aversion is 
a less scientific but surprisingly universal obstacle to 
redhead procreation. 

People unconsciously seek out mates whose genes are 
different than their own so that their children will be less 
prone to recessive diseases, and few genetic markers are 
more conspicuous than matching red tresses. On a social 
level, many redheads just feel that dating each other is 
unacceptable-and icky. 

“Better Off Red” filmmaker Michael Feld, who has “big, 
red, curly hair and a red beard,” said he tried dating a 
redhead for about a week and swore never to do it again.

University “But they’ll be around forever.” 

A short lesson in genetics can explain why redheads will 
fade from the population, but not disappear. 

Red hair happens when someone inherits a nonworking 
copy of the melanocortin-i receptor gene from each par- 
ent, Starr said. (Since it’s a recessive trait, just one parent 
with the redhead gene, no matter how fiery, is not suf- 
ficient.) 

Redhead genes are concentrated in pockets of the 
world, keeping the redhead population artificially high, 
just under 2 percent globally 

As globalization makes borders more porous, two 
carriers of the gene will be less likely to meet and have 
a child.

Beatdown City? Police 
alarmed by Iowa trend 


□ IOWA CITY Gangs of men punching people 
on the street at random. Street fights where 
bystanders sometimes cheer, and where those 
who try to intervene sometimes get beaten them- 
selves. 

Police in Iowa City say there’s been a dramatic 
rise in unprovoked beatings in the downtown area 
next to the University of Iowa over the last several 
months. Police say the intense violence and ran- 
dom nature of the attacks have them worried. 

“It isn’t always a matter of somebody putting 
themselves in harm’s way,” Iowa City police Sgt. 
Troy Kelsay said. “Now it seems like it’s just for 
the sheer pleasure of it, that’s what seems to be 


different.” 

Police point to several disturbing incidents in 
the past month alone. 

On March 27, a college-aged man was assaulted 
at about 2 a.m. downtown. Witnesses said six to 
10 men ganged up on him, and when another man 
tried to intervene, he too was knocked uncon- 
scious. 

Police say the assailants then ran along a down- 
town street, punching other men as they passed. 

“I really don’t understand the motivation for the 
violence,” Iowa City Mayor Regenia Bailey said. 
“It’s severe and concerning that people find this 
acceptable and people are seeking this out.”

More than 
110,000 
killed 

□ Iraq’s government has record- 
ed 87,215 of its citizens killed 
since 2005 in violence ranging from 
catastrophic bombings to execution- 
style slayings, according to government 
statistics obtained by The Associated 
Press that break open one of the 
most closely guarded secrets of the 
war. 

Combined with tallies based on hos- 
pital sources and media reports since 
the beginning of the war and an in- 
depth review of available evidence by 
The Associated Press, the figures show 
that more than 110,600 Iraqis have died 
in violence since the 2003 U.S.-led inva- 
sion.

PintXOS 737 N. LaSalle Drive. 312-664-4800 
This weekend-only second-floor sister spot to River North’s 
Cafe Iberico focuses on the namesake pintxos (literally spike^. In 
Northern Spain, where the tapas style originated, pintxos typically 
incorporate bites of bread and the spikes, or skewers, are used to 
keep track of how many pieces you’ve eaten. Here, the skewers are 
exclusively threaded with grilled meat, seafood and veggies and 
paired with sauces. The spacious green- andyeUow-walled loft buzz- 
es like its downstairs neighbor but doesn’t pull off the same cozy 
vibe— perhaps it has something to do with the flat-screen TVs and 
laminated picture placemats that lay out your dinner options.

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‘Soloist’ star Foxx 
hits vulnerable 
note as homeless 
musical prodigy

In nightclubs and strip joints across the coun- 
try, the song of the moment is Jamie Foxx’s 
“Blame It (On the Alcohol),” a leering tale of 
bad boys, well, behaving badly 

The hit certainly inspired a few smirks 
in Hollywood, where Foxx has become a 
respected star but also has a reputation for 
playing as hard as he works. So last year, on 
the set of “The Soloist,” when there were 
whispers that the star was in a volatile place, 
many people assumed it was because he was 
having too much fun. 

They could not have been more wrong, 
according to Foxx. 

“I was in a bad place because I felt like I 
might be literally losing my mind,” the Oscar- 
winning actor said of his immersion into the 
role of Nathaniel Ayers, a homeless man and 
former music prodigy lost in the mad mutter- 
ing and slippery reality of schizophrenia. 

“The Soloist,” opening Friday, explores 
the bond between the real-life Ayers and 
L.A. Times columnist Steve Lopez (Robert 
Downey Jr.) and shines a compassionate light 
onto the indigent street life in downtown 
L.A. But for Foxx, the subject matter became 
unsettling during the shoot because of per- 
sonal resonance with his past. 

“There’s sort of a private thing for me, 
something I haven’t really told many peo- 
ple about,” Foxx said recently in a Beverly 
Hills restaurant. “When I was i8, somebody 
slipped something in my drink. And it ripped 
me apart. I had to go to the hospital. I mean, 
I was gone. It was the kind of trip that ... you 
know you’re losing your mind. I kept think- 
ing, ‘I can’t live like this.’ It didn’t go away, 
either— for ii months, I had flashbacks.” 

Foxx looked rattled as he explained all of 
this, which is unusual considering his typi- 
cal swagger both on stage and in reputation. 
The 41-year-old is one of the biggest stars in 
America if you add it all up: his film success, 
the music career, his own satellite radio chan- 
nel and his persistent reputation in comedy, 
much of it earned with his popular namesake 
TV show before he moved on in 2001. 

On screen, Foxx rarely has looked truly 
vulnerable, even in his role as the ferociously 
talented and bitterly addicted Ray Charles 
in 2004’s “Ray,” which won him an Academy 


Award. He does in the “The Soloist.” 

“I thought about just walking away from this 
movie,” said Foxx, who suffered from panic 
attacks and bouts of paranoia during filming. 
Instead of bolting, he visited with psychia- 
trists, turned for help to the film’s director, Joe 
Wright, and also educated himself on the men- 
tal-health realities versus the vaporous fears he 
felt as he studied Ayers in his element. 

“I had gone and watched Nathaniel ...,” 
Foxx said. “I went to a psychiatrist and I actu- 
ally asked, ‘Can I catch schizophrenia?’ Now 
I know you can’t, but I also knew I had this 
thing happen to me before, and it felt like it 
was going to happen again.”

his account to promote his film or slipping a 
bit into the voice of a fabulist. But that’s not 
the case, according to director Wright. 

“We all came to see the risk he was at— or 
the risk as he felt it,” the British filmmaker 


said. “We weren’t going to lose him into that 
dark hole.” 

Foxx has worn, as he likes to put it, “another 
coat, another character” for his filmography 

“I did this {tribute] for A 1 Pacino a while 
back, and we’re looking at clips of his movies, 
all across his career, the people he played, and 
you see this variety, all these different people 
he became,” Foxx said. “That’s what you do it 
for. Tbu don’t do it for the success, the cash, 
whatever. You do it so that you can look back 
and see, years on, the great characters you’ve 
brought to life. It’s about who you become and 
reminiscing over those great parts you got to 
play when you’re older. That’s my ambition.”

Downey’s star thrives 
on unpredictability

In the past year, Robert Downey Jr. earned a 
reputation as one of Hollywood’s most ver- 
satile stars. 

Now, in “The Soloist,” opening Friday, 
Downey portrays a real-life person: L.A. 
Times columnist Steve Lopez, who discovers 
a homeless, schizophrenic musical prodigy 
(Jamie Foxx) and begins an unlikely friendship 
that changes both men’s lives.

Why do some artists make it in the music 
industry and some don’t? In the early 
’80s, Canadian metal act Anvil played 
festivals with Bon Jovi and Metallica, 
earning the respect of peers such as Slash 
and Scott Ian of Anthrax. But the band 
never took off This documentary follows 
singer Lips and drummer Robb Reiner 
(seriously), now in their 50s, as they work 
mundane day jobs and still try to get their 
big break. 

The buzz: This is not “Spinal Tap.” This 
is real life.

The verdict: What a sad, funny, inspiring 
story Even people who hate metal may 
appreciate the form when seeing these guys’ 
commitment to each other and to their 
music, and their supportive families. ‘Anvil” 
doesn’t quite fill in the history to show how 
the band kept rocking from the ’80s 
through today, but the movie rivals “The 
Wrestler” in its look at middle-age dreams, 
disappointments and dignity

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She’s unlikely queen of the ‘Hill’

Under different circumstances, it would sound a 
little creepy for 42-year-old actress Pamela Adlon 
to brag over the telephone, “Fve always felt a great 
responsibility to young men all over the world.” 

But it’s OK, because Adlon spends most of her 
professional life giving a voice to one of the best- 
known young men on TV: 12-year-old Bobby Hill on 
the Fox animated series “King of the Hill.” 

The Mike Judge sitcom about a quirky Texas fam- 
ily hits a major milestone Sunday when the 250th 
episode airs at 6:30 p.m. The story takes place a year 
after the death of Hank’s father. Cotton Hill, and 
includes a request to have his ashes flushed down 
a toilet in an old bar once used by General George 
S. Patton. Cotton’s widow also gives Hank (Mike 
Judge) a box full of his father’s possessions. 

Adlon has done other voice work, including 
“Tinker Bell,” “Teacher’s Pet,” “Recess: School’s 
Out,” “Princess Mononoke” and “Squirrel Boy” She 
describes Bobby Hill as her favorite character. 

“I definitely don’t think of him as just being 
a paper-thin cartoon character. He’s just got so 
many levels and so much depth. It’s just hilarious 
the things that he’s been through. And it’s also very 
poignant,” Adlon says. 

She remembers that the audition for “King of the 


Hill” was not that different than any of the hun- 
dreds of calls she had been to before. She landed 
the role and, 13 seasons later, she can’t believe her 
good fortune. 

It’s rare for an actor to keep any job for 13 seasons; 
most TV series actors consider themselves lucky to 
make it to five. The role also has been rare because 
there are no limitations— Bobby ages at the speed 
of a glacier and has been put in a wild array of dif- 
ferent situations. 

“Bobby went from awkward lothario to player to 
actor to the next Dalai Lama. It’s just kind of end- 
less. ... There are so many more stories that we can 
tell. They’re so fresh and relatable,” Adlon says. 

The storylines that have taken the Hills from 
rodeos to the National Propane Gas Convention 
have made the series a hit around the globe. 

Adlon says the Hills have broad appeal because 
everybody can relate to stories about families and 
neighbors. Her favorite episodes are the ones that 
deal with Bobby’s school days. 

“I really love the stories about stuff that goes on 
in middle school, because I actually have a daughter 
who is in middle school now,” Adlon says. “That is 
just ripe for the picking because of what an intense 
time in a kid’s life it is and how many changes you 
go through and insecurities.”

How to cut your portion size 

Nutritionists blame oversized portions for many people’s extra weight. Here are tips for staying in 
control: 


» Go with half. Eating half the usual amount 
of your favorite foods, while substituting 
vegetables and fruit for the rest, is a good way 
to start. 

» Avoid big snack bags. Buy chips and cookies 
in pre-portioned bags. 

» Read labels. What you think is one serving 
of a food may actually contain three or more 
helpings. 

» Store leftovers differently. Instead of 
keeping food in big dishes, divide it into 
individual-sized containers. 

» Curb your appetite. Before a big meal, have a 
low-calorie appetizer such as a salad (with low- 


fat dressing) or a broth-based vegetable soup.

» Rethink meat. Treat meat as a side, not a main 
dish. 

» Use smaller dishes and glasses. 

» Work with restaurants. Ask for a lunch-sized 
portion of a dinner entree, share a dish or get 
a takeout container as soon as you order; then 
put half the meal away before you start eating. 
» Steer clear of all-you-can-eat buffets. If 
possible, order off of a menu. 

» Steer clear of “meal deals.” Don’t fall for the 
temptation of supersizing portions or adding 
extras.

People who wolf down their food are more likely to be overweight and suffer from digestive 
problems. Here are tips from nutritionists on setting a healthier pace: 


» Stop eating before you feel full. It takes 15 
to 20 minutes for your digestive system to tell 
your brain that you’ve had enough. If you keep 
eating until that feeling registers, you pack in 
lots of extra calories. Instead, put down your 
fork when you start to feel satisfied. 

» Turn utensils into allies. Make a habit of 
putting down your fork or spoon after each bite; 
don’t pick it up again until you’ve swallowed. 

» Chew well. Take small bites of food and 
chew each one about four or five times before 


swallowing. 

»Take breaks. Once or twice during a meal, 
stop eating for about a minute.
